In the con- 
dition in which it was cured on the' 
farm, without restriction as to the 
quantity produced or sold. 
He may 


sell and deliver his tobacco in hogs- 
beads, cases or bales, or loose, to any 
person, but he is not privileged to 
stem, twist roll, plait, sweeten or 
otherwise reduce the tobacco into a 
condition to be used by the consu- 
mer, or change in any manner other 
than the ordinary method of curing 
and drying, as all tobacco so changed, 
manipulated or treated, is regarded 
as manufactured tobacco, subject to 
taxr'ancl as such must be prepared and 
put up by a specified manufacturer 
in properly stamped statutory pack- 
ages before removel from the place 
of manufacture. No person can law- 
fully .engage in the business of sell- 
ing and»delivering leaf tobacco to con: 
sumers-as the agent of farmers, ,but 
growers may place their leaf in 
the 


hands of qualified leaf dealers 
who' 


can lawfully sell such tobacco . 
to 


other leaf dealers, to manufacturers 
of tobacco or cigars, or to purchasers 
in packages for export.—Western To- 
bacco Journal.

If the Dooley case" (known 
as Dooley j vs. United States) is "con- 
trolled by the Downes cases," said Mr. 
Littlefield, "there would seem to be 
no good reason why it should not have 
been decided. Tliat it was not, raises 
the inference that it would be decided 
adversely to the government, or that 
there was a greater difference of opin- 
ion than usual with reference to it.
